Divorce Action Expected. 

The divorce action is not entirely a 
surprise to friends of the couple. On 
Nov. 25, 1919, Julius Rosenwald, head 
of Sears, Koebuck & Co., and father 
of Mrs. Sulzberger, verified a rumor 
that the couple separated. | 

“They have been living apart for 
‘some little time,” Mr. Rosenwald said. 
“ He is in California and she is in New 
York. The physical and mental ill 
health of Mr. Sulzberger is the rea- 
son.” : 

Hirsh, Sherman & Limburg of New 
York, attorneys for the plaintiff, 
shrouded the proceedings with secrecy. 
The complaint and summons, filed 
Tuesday in the office of the county 
clerk, were sealed and kept from the 
press. Maurice J. Hirsh, member of 
the firm, declined to comment-on the 
case. 

No Public Hearing. 

In addition, Mrs. Sulzberger’s coun- 
sel obtained the appointment by the 
Supreme court, through Justice Whot- 
taker, of Referee Weeks to hear the 
testimony in the case. 

Mrs. Sulzberger has been making her : 
home in New York during the winter, 
at the Hotel Langdon, 
street and Fifth avenue. Inquiry for 
her there yesterday was met with the 
reply that she is now at White Sulphur 
Springs, Va. Her husband has spent 
most of the winter in California. 

At one time it was reported that 
Mrs. Sulzberger would establish a resi-

quently repudiated by both Mr. and 
Mrs. Sulzberger, who issued an em- 
phatie denial that a divorce action was 
contemplated. 

Married in 1913. | 

The wedding took place Nov. 13, 
1913. Uniting as it did two of the 
wealthiest families in the middle west, 
it was one of the notable events of the 
season. The ceremony was performed 
at the Rosenwald home, at 4901 Ellis 
avenue, by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch. 
Sulzerger’s father, the late Ferdi- 
nand Sulzberger, was one of the or- 
ganizers of the meat packing concern. 
The son, a millionaire in his own right, 
was elected vice president and general 
manager of the packing company last 
year. The company has disposed of 
its Chicago plant to Wilson & Co., but 
still has eastern business. ™

FRESH ATTACK 
BY BOTTOMLEY

LONDON, May 19.—Horatio Bottom- 
ley again devotes the two main pages 
of John Bull to an attack on Amer- 
ica, taking the Irish bond campaign 
and Wilson’s navy speech as his text. 
He says deliberately that just as Ire- 
land, to all practical purposes, has 
ceased to be a portion of the United 
Kingdom, so America “is no longer in 
any sense an ally or, in the true mean- 
ing of the word, a friend.”

HOUSE CAUCUS 
ADOPTS LEGION 
PLAN FOR BONUS 


Republicans 116 tie 39) 
_ for Revised Bill. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D..C:, May (19.—[Spe- 
cial.J—-In spite of Secretary of the 
Treasury Houston’s protest against 
any soldier bonus legislation, house 
Republicans in a caucus tonight ap- 
proved the bill as revised by members 
of the ways and means committee. 
The vote on a motion to indorse the 
bill was 116 to 39. As supported by 
the caucus the plan has the indorse- 
ment of the American Legion. 

Previously motions by Representa- 
tive Chindblom of Illinois to eliminate 
the tax on stock and produce exchange 
transactions, by Representative Can-: 
non of Illinois to eliminate the tax on 
real estate transactions, and by Rep- 
resentative Wood of Indiana to strike 
out the Mondell land settlement 
scheme as one of the alternative forms 
of adjusted compensation were de- 
feated. 
Voted Down. 

A motion of Representative Graham 
of Illinois to postpone indefinitely all 
action on bonus legislation was de- 
feated by a vote of 49 to 141. 

Representative Cannon and others 
opposed bonus legislation. Representa- 
tive Tilson of Connecticut said a cash 
bonus was “an utter fallacy.” 

Leaders explained that the vote did 
not bind Republicans individually to 
vote for the bonus. 

The bill will be acted upon by the full 
ways and means committee tomorrow, 
and it will be called up in the house 
for passage on Friday or Saturday. 

The relief plan of the American Le- 
gien contemplates four provisions—a 
cash bonus, home and farm aid, paid 
up insurance, and vocational educa- 
tion. Each veteran would be given a 
choice for any one of these. 

Hint of Wilson Veto. 

Secretary Houston's opposition to 
soldiers’ bonus legislation, “‘no matter 
how financed,” was expressed today 
in a letter to Representative Fordney 
of Michigan, chairman of the house 
Sec- 
retary Houston declared that. the 
financing of current needs of the gov- 
ernment by the issuance of treasury 
certificates of indebtedness has become 
increasingly difficult, necessitating 
high interest rates and consequent de- 
preciation of outumianding bonds. He 
proposed that ttre ways and means 
committee. give serious consideration 
to the question of raising increased 
revenues by taxation, entirely apart 
from any soldiers’ bonus scheme. 

Representative Henry T. Rainey of 
Illinois, ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee during the illness of Representa- 
tive Kitchin, interpreted the letter as 
meaning that President Wilson will 
veto any soldiers’ bonus bill that may 
be passed.

BULLETIN. 

Williamson, W. Va, May 19.— 
One hundred deputy sheriffs armed 
with rifles were sent from here late 
tonight to Mateawan. They will 
keep order in the village until the 
arrival, about daybreak, of Col. Ar- 
nold and the West Virginia. state 
constabulary. 


Mateawan, W. Va., May 19.—Twelve 
men were killed and three badly in- 


| jured in a battle here late today be- 


tween the police and citizens on one 
side and private detectives employed 
by Stone Mountain Coal company on 
the other. : 

Among the killed were Mayor Cabe!l 
Testerman and Albert Felts, one of the 
proprietors of the detective agency. 


Stories of Fight Conflict. 

Conflicting stories as to the cause 
of the shooting were told. The police 
declare a party of detectives arrived 
from Williamson to evict from com- 
pany houses the families of miners 
who had been dismissed from the 
company’s employ for joining a union 
which is being formed here. roe 

Bight families, the police declare, 
had been turmed out when Mayor 
Testerman approached Albert Felts, 
the leader of the detectives, and want- 
ed to know by what authority their 
action was taken and by what au- 
thority they had arrested one of the 
miners. 

While they were talking, according 
to the police, Felts shot the mayor, 
firing from his coat pocket. Almost 
instantly Felts himself was killed, the 
police say, by “Sid” Hadfield, chief 
of police of Mateawan. 
Immediately the shooting became 
general, numbers of persons who had 
gathered at the railroad station to 
see the detectives leave Mateawan 
joining in the fray. ay 

Here Is Another Angle. 
‘Another story says the trouble 
started when a miner named Mullens 
approached Felts and asked if he car- 
ried a warrant for his arrest. Felts 
replied in the affirmative, and was in 
the act of reading the warrant when 
Mullens shot and killed him. | 

A detective accompanying Felts 
then killed Mullens, and the killing 
of that detective by an unidentified 
miner followed. 

This, the. officers say, was. the 
signal for a general fight, which re- 
sulted in the deaths of the other men. 

Intense excitement followed the 
shooting, but the village became quiet 
late in the evening when news came 
from Charleston that the entire state 
constabulary had been ordered here 
and that two companies of troopers 
would arrive about daybreak. 

Miners Secking Detectives. 

Roanoke, Va., May 19.—A band of 
300 miners has formed in Mateawan, 
W. Va, bent on searching all trains 
entering the towns for detectives, ac- 
cording to reports reaching the head- 
quarters of the agency tonight. 
Thomas Felts, one of the agency's 
owners, is on his way to Mateawan to- 
night and is taking with him a large 
body of special officers, officials of the 
agency declared. | 
Trouble Could Have Been Avoided. 
Charleston, W. Va., May 19.—[Spe- 
\ejal.J—Fred Mooney, secretary of'the 
district 17 miners’ union, tonight: dis- 
cussing the trouble at Mateawan said: 

“TIT cannot help but feel that this 
trouble might have been averted if 
the department of justice had. given 
attention to a telegram which I sent 
to Attorney General Palmer on May 
8. This telegram was never answered. 
It was in these words: pa ae 

“*Stone Mountain Coal company, 
Mateawan, W. Va., Red Jacket Coat 
company, and Lynn Coal company, 
Heilner, W. Va., are evicting miners 
for joining the union. They are also 
refusing union miners employment. 
Miners are being evicted without due 
process of law. Cannot some action 
be taken by your department?” 

Leader in Ludlow Affair. 

Denver, Colo., May 19.—Detective 
Albert C. Felts, who was killed in the 
miners’ troubles at Mateawan, W. Vz2., 
today. figured prominently in the Lud- 
low strike troubles in Colorado in 1914. 

At a congressional inquiry into the 
Ludlow troubles held here in February, 
1914, Felts testified that he had been 
employed by coal operators of the state 
for four years and that he had brought 
a machine gun from West Virginia to 


be used in the Ludlow strike riots.

REPORT SHOWS 
PRICE FOR WAR 
PAID BY FRENCH 


PARIS, May 19.—[French Wireless 
Service.J—V hat is perhaps the first 
concise and comprehensive statement 
-of France’s war losses has just been 
made by Capt. Andre Tardieu, former 
French high commissioner in the Unit- 
ed States. 

In describing what he calls the “ bal- 
ance sheet” of France, Capt. Tardieu 
states that during the five years of the 
war 8,000,000 men were mobilized, of 
whom 1,400,000 were killed, 800,000 
maimed, and 300,000 wounded. France 
thus lost 57 per cent of her men under 
32 years of age. 

Concerning material losses, Capt. 
Tardieu states that ¢00,000 houses 
were destroyed, 75,000,000 acres of 
arable land laid waste, and 3,000 miles 
of railroad and 25,000 miles of high- 
ways destroyed. 

Mines which produced 55 per cent of 
France’s total coal output were dam- 


_aged or destroyed; 11,500 factories, 


which before the war produced 95 per 
cent of the woolen goods, 90 per cent 
of the linen material, 70 per cent of 
the sugar, and 60 per cent of the cot- 
ton goods, were crippled. 
Onethird of France's ships 
sunk by German submarines.

Washington, D. C., May 19.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Liquidation of not less than 10 
per cent of bank loans within the next 
four months will be required under the 
terms of a policy recommended today 
by the leading bankers of the country 
in conference with the federal reserve 
board as a means for meeting the credit 
crisis without inviting more serious 
consequences.

This forced liquidation is already in 
operation,and, together with the slump 
in buying by the public, accounts for 
the slashing of prices by clothing and 
other merchants throughout the coun 
try who found it necessary to dispose 
of stocks before obtaining loans fm 
purchase of falj goods. 

In the senaté the possibility of an in 
dustrial depression, with attendant un- 
employment, was discussed, but th- 
opinion was expressed that there is no 
panic impending. 

Suict Economy Urged. 

The bankers’ resolutions, framed by 
a committee headed by James B. For- 
gan of Chicago, recommend that the 
banks reduce their total loans by 1 
per cent—or more, if necessary for the’ 
fall movement of crops—and give pret. 
erence in new loans to those essentia! 
for production of the nhecessities 
of life; that the federal government de- 
fer all but necessary expenditures uu 
til after the crop movement, and re 
duce its borrowing to a minimum; that 
states, counties and cities defer issu- 
ance of bonds, and postpone public 
improvements to help the labor anc 
material markets; that individuals and 
business concerns postpone construc- 
tion not imperative, and that individ. 
uals increase their savings deposits 
in the banks, and spend as little as 
possible, limiting ‘their purchase to 
necessaries. 

U. 8S. Big Borrower. 

The resolutions point out that bank 
loans aggregate an unprecedented to- 
tal, 
down almost to the legal minimum. 

The transportation situation is helcd- 
responsible for much of the difficulty 
It is stated that hundreds of millions 
of dollars are tied up in loans on com 
modities which are blocked in freight 
yards. Government obligations of 
about $5,000,000,000, carried by th: 
banks, it is noted, are partly respons! 
ble for the situation. 

Loans to individuals and corpora 
tions for the payment of excess profits 
and income taxes also have had a part 
in bringing about the inflated condi 
tion of credit. 

Liquify “ Frozen Loans.” 

Gov. Harding of the federal resery» 
board told the bankers that if “ frozen 
loans” were liquified it would allevi 
ate the financial situation and go {[a: 
toward bringing down prices. 

Gov. Harding applied the § tern 
“frozen loans” to credit extension 
which was permitting large stocks of 
merchandise to be held in storage fo: 
speculative purposes. Additional ac. 
cumulation of goods in storage, he in- 
dicated, could be prevented by strict 
supervision of credit.

guard. 

The house voted down a motion by 
Representative Kahn of California, 
chairman of the committee on mili- 
tary affairs, to instruct the army re- 
otganization' conferees to accept the 
senate compromise under which it 
would’ be optional with the states to 
provide for a _  federalized national 
guard or to continue the national guard 
under the militia clause of the con- 
stitution. The test came on a motion 
for the previous question, the vote 
being 1Q9 to 206. 

Preparedness advocates lined up 
with Representative Kahn, while 
southern Democrats and “little army ” 
Republicans joined in opposition. 

The Original Bill. 


The bill as passed originally by the 
house continued the present system 
of organization of the national guard 
under the military clause as provided 
by the national defense act of 1916 
with some modifications. 

The senate amended the bill to pro- 
vide for a federalized national guard, 
the troops of each state being or- 
ganized under the army clause which 
would make them subject to regular 
army discipline and to use in times of 
emergency by the federal gcvernmen 

The governors of the states woul 
continue to have authority also over 
the guard.

LABOR BANDITTI. 

The shooting of a third notorious labor leader 
within a little three months should 
prove illuminating not only to the class of labor led 
by such chieftains but to self-respecting unions 


more than 


whose reputations are besmirched by inference that. 


unionism is to blame. The Enright case, the Cole- 
man case, and now the Kikulski case form impres- 
sive evidence that there are perquisites attached 
to the jobs of such labor leaders far beyond the 
legitimate salaries. 

Enright, Coleman, and Kikulski were not shot 
merely to open the way to jobs which paid $75 
a week or thereabouts. They were shot because 
the system of labor exploitation which they had 
built up offered a fortune to a possible successor. 

Organizations formed by such wae Ne is appar- 
ent, are, strictly speaking, not unions ‘@ all. They 


are merely groups of workmen brought together 


by unscrupulous organizers, bound loosely with a 
union charter, and used by their officers as a means 
of extortion. ° 

Tne employer is blackmailed on the one side 
and the workman deceived on the other. The man 
in a position thus to play both ends for his own 
profit finds himself immediately so powerful and 
Prosperous that others are eager even to commit 
murder to attain that position. 

They operate almost entirely among slightly 
ekilled, or unskilled, and unintelligent workers. 
Shey are able to manipulate such workers to their 
wwn ends. Members of legitimate unions requiring 


kill and intelligence will have nothing of such 


Raders or such leadership. Murder, extortion, and 
banditry are the methods of the one. Legitimate 
negotiation is the method of the other. 

It is unfortunate that the term “union” is ap- 


plied to both. Conservative, self-respecting unions 


should not be forced to carry the brand of such 
organizations of graft and murder. The conserva- 
tive and law abiding unions will do well to refuse 
to be associated with the others even by so slight 
a thread as the acceptance of charters from the 
same national organization. If they do not disasso- 
ciate themselves the law breaking methods of the 
la‘*or-for-loot organizations will force a reaction 
which will have grave consequences for all. 


HANDICAPPING AMERICAN 


BUSINESS. 

Floyd Gibbons, head of THr TRIBUNE Foreign 
News Service, cabling from Paris, gives a view of 
our state department’s policy which deserves some 
sharp attention in congress. 

That policy seems to be to refuse aid or accom- 
modation of the most moderate and reasonable 
kind to American business men and news men. 

For example, an American business representa. 
tive writes to the European edition of THE TrRIBUN= 


“Jt is a wonderful state department policy which 


makes it impossible for an American abroad to get 
a service or courtesy performed by his represent. 
ative which will be performed gladly by the repre- 
sentatives of other countries. I have not had any 
difficulty in using the French embassy pouch here. 
The British are equally accommodating. The 
American consuls would: like to help. but are pre. 
Vented by: Washington.” 

Communication is absolutely necessary to trade. 
Our business men can get nowhere without It. 
Other governments for months have been heiping 
their nationals. What is the reasoning or the 
motive back of our state department ruling? Is 
it the theory of the Wilson administration that it 
fs immoral for Americans to compete with British 
mr Franch or Italian or German or Dutch traders? 
Is it immoral for: American business men to pros- 
per? Is Mr. Wilson's theory that America went 
into the war for no selfish object to be imposed 
upon American commerce in peace also? 

Mr. Gibbons’ complaint is by no means the first 
or only one. We have heard it at home. Isn’t it 
time to inquire into this situation and see to it 
that this handicap to American enterprise is re- 
gnoved? 


_ OILING THE MACHINERY OF 
TRADE. 


' President Wilson's reply to a senate inquiry as 
to the chances of Americans acquiring oil lands 
@broad is of interest beyond the specific question 
eonsidered. It indicates the wide range of assist- 
ance extended by the British government to basic 
industry in contrast to the limited assistance pro- 
vided by the United States government. The value 
of the. British policy is proved conclusively wih the 
world-wide strength of British tfade. 

The British policy on oll development, as re. 
vealed by the president's statement, restricts for- 
eign mationals from owning or operating oil prop 
erties in British possessions, and guards against 
the sale of interests in such properties to foreign 
nationals. A similar policy is maintained by 
Britain in other mineral production,’ Such gov- 
ernmental assistance goes far toward making pos- 
sible ‘England's: much vaunted free trade policy. 

Ia the United States, on thé other hand, the chie? 
governmental assistance We#-in the protective| 
tariff. Such protection, URdeubtedly, has made 
possible the growth of infant industries, and in 
some industries this growth has been sufficient to 
develop foreign trade. In mogi cases, however, the 
protection has merely stimulated production for 
local consumption. Our success in foreign mar- 
kets has been with products which we are pecu- 
‘liarly fitted to develop, either because of natural 
advantages or because of superior management, 
machinery, and marketing facilities. For such 
success we must thank individual enterprise or. 
nature, not the government. 

With governmental assistance a much greater

measure of success might be attained. For tha- 


reason, it seems, Senator Phelan’s proposal for or- 
ganization of a United States oil corporatign to 
stimulate American development of oil lands out- 
side the United States is worthy of support both 
for its own sake and for the precedent which it 
may create. 


JOB FOR BIG CHICAGOANS. 

Chicago lost the automobile industry because th* 

subject seemed trivial and uninteresting. The next 
big industry is aircraft. Chicago can be the cen- 
ter of aircraft manufacture if the city can pro- 
duce men of big vision. We think there are such 
men. 
Those who have taken up the project are look- 
ing it straight in the face. They realize that 
whether the particular reason for losing the auto- 
mobile industry was labor or general lack of in- 
terest the fact remains it was lost. They realize 
that the railroads came to Chicago because they 
were compelled to come. Lake Michigan was too 
much of a definite obstacle to be disregarded. 

But it is realized that aircraft can disregard the 
lake. It is realized that disinterestedness lost us 
the motor industry and a combination of circum- 
stances can lose aircraft to us. It will be neces- 
sary to make a purposeful stand. If Chicago is 
to become the center of the aircraft industry there 
must be concessions and positive overtures. 

Aside from central location Chicago possesses 
few advantages over other central cities. It is 
true we have railroad facilities and can bring, coal 
and iron and wood together with the least ex- | 
pense to the manufacturer. But we must make 
these facilities possible to the newcomer. We 
should not wrap our cloak about us and hug our 
advantages selfishly.

SOUTHERN HEALTH 


CHANGES. 
HE physicians of Greenville and 
Washington county, Miss. say 
disease is changing in their sec- 
tion of the. country. In the old 
days they were busiest in the summer 
and fall. 

In’ those séasons they had to keep re- 
lays of horses and the doctors rarely 
got eight hours’ continuous sleep. Up 
early in the morning and working until 
Jate at night, they were unable to see 
all of the acutely sick daily. Now they 
have a good deal of leisure at that sea- 
son. They have time to go fishing, at- 
tend medical meetings, or even slip away 
to the seashore or. the mountains. 

The reason? Nearly every plantation 
has one or more artesian wells, and, in 
consequence, typhoid fever has dropped 
away down. Occasionally some man 
sinks a well near his horse lot or his 
privy, and he, his family, and his labor 
still have typhoid, but that is the excep- 
tion. 

Malaria is disappearing: There are 
fewer mosquitoes, but what is more im- 
portant, more people are curing their 
malaria thoroughly rather than taking 
a few doses of chill tonic “to break their 
chills” and stopping it:at that. | | 


once did. But on the other hand doctors 
are busier now in January and Febru- 
ary than they were in olden times. The 
reason? There is more pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, influenza, and pleurisy. Not only 
have these diseases failed to decrease, 
but they have actually increased. 

The winter-spring seasons, formerly 
slack, are now busy. When I asked a 
question of them they replied unani- 
mously and at once that they were 
When I asked the 


twenty-five years ago, with unanimity 
and promptness they answered summer 
and fall, 

study of the distribution of 
disease in Chicago during 1871 to 1918 
showed the same change. All forms of 
summer sickness have greatly declined. 
On the other hand winter-spring sick- 
ness has increased. The increase is due 
to pneumonia and other acute infections 
of the upper respiratory tract. If this 
change has occurred in Chicago and in 
the south, it has probably occurred in 
all parts of the country. The Pacific 
slope may be an exception. 

While typhoid fever is becoming less 
because we are more cleanly in our hab- 
its and customs, malaria because of bet- 
ter drainage and better mosquito con- 
trol, diarrhea in babies because of bet- 
ter milk, pneumonia is becoming worse 
because of foul air, bad ventilation, and 
especially ‘because of almost universal 
neglect of coughs and coryzas. aes

SCARLET FEVER 


Worried writes: ‘ There are a number 


of scarlet fever cases in the town I live 
in, and the quarantine is not being ob- 
served. People from 
mingle freely on streets and elsewhere 
with others. 

‘1. Will the disease linger all summer 
and break out in violent form next win- 
ter? 

“9 Is there a possibility that the sun 
of summer will kill germs? 

“3. Would it be better to allow chil- 
dren to be exposed and have the disease 
in warm weather than to run risk of con- 
tracting it in schools next winter? It is 
in a light form.” 

REPLY. 

1. No. In smaller communities it can be 
expected that scarlet fever epidemics will last 
but a short time. It is altogether probable it 

will have disappeared from your town before 
next fall. 

2. Woes. 

3. No. A large proportion of the children 
mow get through their school life without 
ever having had scarlet fever. If you are 
careful you can get your children to adult 
age without their having scarlet fever. If 
you lived in a law abiding town, your chance 
of accomplishing this would be better, how- 
ever. There is no evidence that cases of 
ecarlet fever are more apt to run a mild 
course in warm 


| PERILS OF WHOOPING COUGH. 

My baby girl, 
13 months old, weight twenty-four 
pounds, has been well up to about one 
year. She then had spasmodic croup, 
was: better for about one week, and now 
has whooping cough. _ ,is it: dangerous in 
one so young? . 

2. The doctor gave me some sirup, 
which does not help at all. Is there abso- 
lutely nothing to do?

REPLY. 

1. It is. Whooping cough in a child less 
than 2 years old is a very dangerous disease. 

2. There is nothing to do except to watch 
her carefully, prevent her taking cold, keep 
her in a well ventilated room, and follow di- 
rections. 

3. Probably not. 

The fever stage is over within two weeks: 
the contagious stage in six weeks. The 
whoop may keep up much longer. 


BETTER SEE SPECIALIST,

Chicago, May 18.—[To the Friend of the 
People.}—I wish to inquire reference 
to a family who have a daughter in Ger- 
many. The daughter is about 19 years 
of age and is very anxious to come to 
this country. Her father and brothers 
are American citizens and have ample 
means to support this girl. The daughter 
has never been in this country, having 
stayed in Germany to finish her school- 
ing when her parents, brothers, and sis- 
ters -came: to this country, which was 
about ten years ago. 

What can be done to hurry this matter 
along? The parents have sent the money 


something, but so far have been unsuc- 
cessful. I happened to think that maybe 
you could advise something and would 
surely appreciate any advice you can 
give. F. 

The young woman has never been in the 
United States and therefore has not become 
a citizen of this country, even though her 
father has been naturalized. It will be neces- 
sary for her to secure a German passport 
and have it viséd by the United States con- 
sul stationed nearest her place of residence 
Until consulates are reéstablished in Germany 
it will be well nigh impossible for her to 
obtain such visé, especially as the 
himself must secure authority from the de 
partment of state at Washington to visé the 
passport of an enemy alien. 

A passport of the character described above 
is necessary to admission, but does not guar- 
antee admission, as that question can be 
determined only after examination by im- 
migration officers at an American port of 
entry. 

The young woman's father‘ may send her 
an affidavit in triplicate setting forth his oc- 
cupation and income, real and personal prop- 
erty owned, bank deposits, investments, etc., 
and his willingnese to receive and care for 
his daughter while she remains in the United 
Btates.

Such a statement as Dr. Eliot makes 
relative to expenditure at West Point 
is highly effective in an argument in- 
tended for popular consumption, part 
ly because it is easily remembered 
but it has little value as an exact 
statement.

It may include all kinds of overheads 
and depreciations, and in the case of 
ai institution that has been in exist- 
ence for over a century those items 
are almost beyond calculation—or it 
may be based solely on the current 
budget.

Stories of Fight Conflict. 

Conflicting stories as to the cause 
of the shooting were told. The police 
declare a party of detectives grrived 
from Williamson to evict from com- 
pany houses the families of miners 
who had been dismissed from the 
company’s employ for joining a union 
which is being formed here. 

Eight families, the police declare, 
had been turned out when Mayor 
Tésterman approached Albert Felts, 
the leader of. the.detectives,.and want- 
ed to know by what authority their 
action was taken and by what au- 
thority they had arrested one of the 
miners. 

While they were talking, according 
to the police, Felts shot the mayor, 
firing from his coat pocket. Almost 
instantly Felts himself was killed, the 
police say, by “Sid” Hadfield, chief 
of police of Mateawan. 

Immediately. the shooting became 
general, numbers of persons who had 
gathered at the railroad station to 
see the detectives leave Mateawan 
joining in the fray. 

Here Is Another Angle. 

Another story the trouble 
started when a miner named Mullens 
approached Felts and asked if he car- 
ried a warrant for his arrest. Felts 
replied in the affirmative; and was in 
the act of reading the warrant when 
Mullens shot and killed him.

REPORT SHOWS 
PRICE FOR WAR 
PAID BY FRENCH 


PARIS, May 19.—[French Wireless 
Service.]—W hat is perhaps the first 
concise and comprehensive statement 
of France’s war losses has just been 
made by Capt. Andre Tardieu, former 
French high commissioner in the Unit- 
ed States. 

In describing what he calls the “ bal- 
‘Tardieu 
states that during the five years of the 
war 8,000,000 men were mobilized, of 
whom 1,400,000 were Killed, 800,000 
maimed, and 300,000 wounded. France 
thus lost 57 per cent of her men under 
32 years of age. 

Concerning material “losses, Capt. 
Tardieu states that 600,000 houses 
were destroyed, 75,000,000 acres of 
arable land laid waste, and 3,000 miles 
of railroad and 25,000 miles of high- 
ways destroyed. 

Mines which produced 55 per cent of 
France’s total coal output were dam- 
aged or destroyed; 11,500 factories, 
which before the war produced 95 per 
cent of the woolen goods, 90 per cent 
of the linen material, 70 per cent of 
the sugar, and 60 per cent of the cot- 
ton goods, were crippled. 

One-third of France's ships were 
sunk by German submarines.

Ten Per Cent Loan 
Cut Ordered. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., May 19.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Liquidation of not less than 10 
per cent of bank loans within the next 
four months will be required under the 
terms of a policy recommended today 
by the leading bankers of the country 
in conference with the federal reserve 
board as a means for meeting the credit 
crisis without inviting more — 
consequences. 

The liquidation will amount to about 

$2,000,000,000, and, while borrowers 
producing or marketing necessities will 
be required to repay little if any of 
their loans from banks, borrowers sup- 
plying luxuries or holding goods for 
high prices will be compelled to repay 
advances of credit largely, if not en- 
tirely, so that the average reduction 
by each bank shall be at least 10 per 
cent. 
Federal reserve and member banks 
are to codperate in forcing this liquida. 
tion, which is expected to force a fall 
of excessive prices and a decreased cost 
of living by compelling profiteers tv 
unload hoarded stocks at greatly re. 
duced prices in order to take up notes 
and arrange for further credit.

The resolutions point out that bank 
loans aggregate an unprecedented to. 
tal. and that the bank reserves are 
down almost to the legal minimum,

It is stated that hundreds of millions 
of dollars are tied up in loans on com 
modities which are blocked in freight 
yards. Government obligations of 
about $5,000,000,000, carried by the 
banks, it is noted, are partly respons’ 
ble for the situation. | 

Loans to individuals and corpora 
tions for the payment of excess profits 
and income taxes also have had a part 
in bringing about the inflated condi 
tion of credit. 

Liquify “ Frozen Loans.” 

Gov. Harding of the federal -reserve 
board told the bankers that if “ frozen 
loans’’ were liquified it would allevi.. 
ate the financial situation and go far 
toward bringing down prices. 

Gov. Harding applied the term 
“frozen loans” to credit extension. 
which was permitting large stocks of 
merchandise to be held in storage for 
speculative purposes. Additional ac- 
cumulation of goods in storage, he in- 
dicated, could be prevented by strict 
supervision of credit.

KEYS FATE

Farmers For One, Urban 
Interests Another.

Springfield, May 19.—[Special.] 
—The method and extent of taxation 
in Illinois for the next fifty or more 
years is the cause of one of the big 
battles of the “con con.” The decision 
can easily make or kill the new basic 
law. 

The farmers are on one side. They 

declare they wil) kill the constitution 
if there is a classification of property 
for taxation. Big industrial and manu- 
facturing interests have threatened to 
kill the constitution if it contains a 
progressive income tax. 
- Neither side has shown its full hand 
to date, but two fundamental declara- 
tions will be discussed tomorrow in 
the revenue committee. 


What Farmers Want. 

The farmers’ plan, as supported by 
Delegates Kerrick, Shuey, Dunlap, 
Fifer, and others, reads as follows: 

“Taxes shall be levied by valuation 
under general laws and shall be uni- 
form upon all property, and the gen- 
eral assembly shall also provide for 
the taxation of incomes, and taxes on 
incomes may be graduated and pro- 
gressive, and reasonable exemptions 


may be provided. Taxes may_«lso be 


levied by general laws on franchises, 

privileges, and occupations, uniform as 

to the classes upon which they op 

erate.” 
What the Others Want. 

The other plan, prepared by Dele- 
gates Watts, Johnson, Dawes, and 
Gale, is as follows: | 
_“The power of taxation shall neve 
be surrendered, suspended, or con- 
tracted away. The general assembly 
shall provide for the levy of taxes upon 


“ property by valuation so that every 


person and corporation shall pay a tax 
in proportion to the value of his, her, 
or its property; but the general assem- 
bly may classify personal property and 
levy a uniform tax upon all subjects 
and property of the same class. 

“Taxes shall also be levied on in- 
comes and if such tax be graduated | 
and progressive, the highest rate shall | 
not exceed six times the lowest rate, 
not exceeding $1,000 of income may be 
exempt from income tax, but the gen.- | 


‘eral assembly may provide that the 


tax on property may be deducted from 
income tax upon the income derived 
from such property in the same year in 
which such tax is paid. 

“Taxes may also be levied on privi- 
leges, franchises, and occupations, uni- 


- form as to class, provided this section 


shall not be construed as vesting the 
general assembly with the power to ex- 
empt any other property or class from! 
taxation.”

E have maintained right along 

that there could be no radical, 
‘permanent “break” in prices at this 
time. We have stated this repeatedly 
in our printed talks about this business. 
We wanted men to realize, for their 
own sakes, that present prices were an 
opportunity that would not last long, 
and would not soon recur. In this case, 
as always, our advertising was sincerely 
intended for the benefit of the public as 
well as of ourselves., 


Prices have been high because of world 

conditions of shortage—shortage in raw 
materials, shortage in finished products, 
shortage in transportation facilities, and 
shortage in all forms of labor which 
must contribute to the production which 
alone can overcome all these other. 
shortages. There are no surpluses stand- 
ing anywhere, or in prospect. The only 
surplus there has been is the surplus of 
demand. People have had lots of extra, 
easy money—many of them for the 
first time in their lives—and they have 
been indulging themselves. 


The present. temporary break in prices 
was brought about by the action of 
John Wanamaker in reducing every- 
thing 20%. Waiving aside all gossip 
about his reasons for doing it—much of 
it, we suspect, inspired by vain regrets 
that he “‘beat us to it”—it was a master 
stroke. But the very fact that his move 
did not run like wildfire throughout the 
country and bring everything tumbling 
down about our ears, instead of merely - 
evoking sporadic responses here and 

there, is proof enough that it was not 


this time of the year. And we are buy- 
ing right along, to replace and replenish, 
at prices as high as, and higher than, 
those we paid for goods now offered at 
reductions. 


This condition, like other evils, is due 
entirely to general human selfishness. 
The cure for it, as well as for any situa- 
tion that is wrong, 1s. general and 
practical unselfishness. The laborer has 
been selfish in wanting more in wages 
than he was willing to give in creative 
effort. The producer, the wholesaler, 
and the retailer have been selfish in 
holding up profits or in not having the 
moral courage to reduce them boldly, 
as Mr. Wanamaker finally did. And 
the consumer has been selfish in in- 
dulging himself, with his surplus money, 
in things he did not need, thereby ab- 
sorbing production uselessly 


It all goes to show that we are all in 
the same boat in this life, and that the 
only way to make things easier for our- | 
selves in the long run is to help make 
them easier for others in the job at 
hand. This is no pretty theory smack- 
ing of sentimental idealism, but the 
hardest and most practical fact we have 
to work with. When we all can see 
business as.a great human service and 
take our part in it, whatever it may be, 
with that thought an impelling convi¢- 
tion in our consciousness, this will be a 
better world, and there wiil be no more. 
distress from “high prices.”’ 


We are all getting there slowly, as any- 
one may see by casting a view back over 
business for fifty or a hundred years; 
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
